lberta’s Workers’ Compensation Board could face 
Paiticns of dollars in claims from workers 
exposed to second-hand smoke, but the province 
has no intention of toughening up workplace smoking 
laws as British Columbia has. 

A spokesman for B.C.’s WCB, which implemented 
tough new rules on smoking in the workplace Jan. 1, 
says that province is preparing for an onslaught of 
claims related to second-hand smoke, now that its 
hazards are well-known. 

“We have set aside a $50-million fund over the past 
year to address latent diseases and that could include 
second-hand tobacco smoke, because we know what 
the health effects are — 20 years ago we didn’t. Now 
we do,” said Scott McCloy, a spokesperson for that 
province’s WCB. 

“We currently pay out somewhere between $40 and 
$50 million a year for claims resulting from exposure 
to asbestos 20 or 30 years ago,” he added. “The laten- 
cy period on second-hand smoke is similar to 
asbestos exposure.” 

McCloy said the WCB hadn’t calculated average 
costs of second-hand smoke claims, but said it han- 
dies up to a dozen such cases each year. 

To prevent further claims from coming in, the 
board has instituted a provincewide ban on smoking 
in the workplace. The regulations order employers to 
either ban smoking altogether or to allow smoking in 
structurally separate areas with independent ventila- 
tion systems. 

But while second-hand tobacco smoke is consid- 


. ered toxic in B.C., it isn’t in Alberta. 















Nancy Saul-Demers, spokesperson for Alberta’s 
WCB, said Claims for injuries or iliness resulting from 
second-hand smoke are so rare here that measures 
such as those taken in B.C. aren’t even being consid- 
ered. 

“We tend to get most involved in those areas where 
we see either the highest number or the greatest 
severity of illness and injuries,” said Saul-Demers. “At 
this point in time, with the statistics we have, we 
would say there are other work-related accidents, ill- 
nesses and injuries we need to be concerned with as 
higher priorities.” 

Saul-Demers said motor-vehicle crashes are the 
leading cause of workplace deaths in Alberta. 

“Tm not questioning research that says exposure to 
second-hand smoke will impact your health, but the 
question to us is, does it actually result in more peo- 
ple being ill or fatally ill?” 

If you were to ask Jim Diduch, he’d say second- 
hand smoke definitely affects workers’ health. 
Diduch, a prison guard at the Edmonton Remand 
Centre, has successfully filed for benefit claims from 
the WCB for illnesses resulting from exposure to sec- 
ond-hand smoke. — 

“My sick time was just atrocious, with all these ear, 
nose and throat infections. And I have never smoked 
a day in my life. I run 10 kilometres a day. I run in

Although he most often works in areas of the insti- 
tution where smoking isn’t allowed, Diduch is some- 
times sent into areas where inmates are smoking. So 
every few weeks he suffers infections his doctors 
attribute directly to second-hand smoke. 

Diduch said he’d like to see Alberta’s WCB take 
preventive steps to keep workers away from second- 
hand smoke, similar to those employed by B.C. 

“Tm still subjected to major smoke,” said Diduch. 
“What happens when I go in and have a spot on my 
lung — are they gonna say ‘we think you have lung 
cancer because you run in the river valley?’ I don't 
thinks so . . . I have already been approved by WCB — 
what type of money are they looking at, at that point? 

“The WCB has to take a leading role.” 

But that won't happen. 

Saul-Demers said restrictions on smoking are 
“social changes” that require public education. And 
besides, she says, it’s up to the provincial government 
to change workplace safety regulations, not the WCB 
itself. 

Mayor Bill Smith also feels it’s a problem for the 
provincial government. Smith was recently approach- 
ed by a coalition of anti-smoking groups asking for 
greater limits on smoking in public areas. And 
although the city has smoking bylaws, Smith figures 
this issue is one for the province. 

“This is a very controversial and emotional issue,” 
Smith said. “If you're asking my opinion, as far as I am 
concerned the issue around smoking and health haz- 
ards in public is clearly the responsibility of the 
Alberta government.” 

But the province isn’t considering any such 
changes, according to Ed Sager, a spokesperson for 
the Human Resources and Employment department, 
which administers the Occupational Health and 
Safety Act. 

Still, Sager finds it unusual that no one is pressing 
the issue, 

“[m surprised that no one has challenged it on the 
grounds of studies that second-hand smoke is haz- 
ardous,” he said. 

As is B.C.’s McCloy. 

Exposure to second-hand tobacco smoke, the West 
Coast’s WCB estimates, could result in a lifetime risk 
of death somewhere between 14 and 42 per 1,000 
workers. 

“We are not prepared to put our workers at risk,” 
said.

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Deciphering the Chief ain't easy

here's the Amazing Kreskin when you really need 
W him? Last I heard, the dude was nailed in a card- 

counting scam in Las Vegas, then moved into a 
trailer park in Yuma, Arizona, where he nickel and 
dimes his elderly neighbors in rigged games of 
pinochle. But he used to be Amazing — he had ESP. 
He could read minds. And that’s just the kind of guy 
Edmonton needs sitting on city council. 

Why? Because it’s the only way we're ever gonna 
know what police Chief John Lindsay means when he 
says the department needs more money to hire more 
police officers and deal with Y2K computer issues. 

Sure, it sounds like a straightforward request. 
Imagine you're a city council member and you're 
going through these budget meetings and it’s the 
police department's turn to ask for more money. The 
chief steps up to the plate. 

“We need more money,” the chief says. 

“Why?” you ask. 

“To hire more cops, and to take care of Y2K com- 
puter issues,” he says. 

Now, there is nothing in the chief's demeanor to 
suggest he means something else. There’s no nudge- 
nudge, wink-wink, no verbal inflections singling out 
the words ‘more cops’ or ‘Y2K’ to give any indication 
the chief is speaking in code. He passes no notes writ- 
ten in invisible ink to city administrators. At no point 
in the debate does the chief cough and say 
“Y2KAsiangangsareaproblem.” 

So it only makes sense that you interpret what the 
chief has just told you as meaning the department 
wants more money so it can hire more cops and take 
care of Y2K computer problems, right? I mean, what 
else could the chief possibly mean? 

Well, in this case, what “we need more money to 
hire more cops and to take care of Y2K computer 
issues” really means is “we need more money so we 
can keep our anti-gang task force up and running so 
our streets won't run red with blood.” 

Hmmm. Who knew? No one on city council did, 





because no one on city council has ESP. And so city 
council turned down the chief's request for more of 
an increase than the department was getting anyway, 
because they figured the department was getting 
enough money. And anyway, for years the department 
has received bigger budget increases than city admin- 
istrators recommended, and more than other depart- 
ments have received. From 1992 to 1999, the police 
department received an average annual increase of 
10.2 per cent, compared to annual 2.4-per-cent 
increases for other departments. 

So without any fanfare, Chief Lindsay disbanded an 
anti-gang task force he’d set up last summer, when 
gang members were shooting one another on city 
streets. Fast forward a few weeks and police get into 
a shootout with an Asian gang member named Crazy 
Jimmy, killing him on a residential street. And the 
chief bellyaches about the fact that city council didn’t 
think it was important enough to fund an anti-gang 
task force. Lindsay claims that because he didn’t want 
to be accused of fear-mongering during budget 
debates, he didn’t raise the spectre of shutting down 
the task force. 

Lindsay didn’t say how politicians who hand the 
department its money should have figured out what 
he really wanted. 

Thankfully, the chief isn’t charged with striking the 
department’s budget. The police commission does 
that and, with luck, they'll stop assigning a half-dozen 
squad cars to single speed traps and make better use 
of the department’s resources. 

Lindsay has recently been declared a non. 
by RCMP investigators who looked into allegatio 
that he ignored complaints about police members 
consorting with members of criminal gangs: But 
there's a difference between being not a Se ie and 
being a really good chief of police. This guy’s a public 
relations nightmare, and his spending priorities 
appear suspect. Maybe the best thing the commission 
could do is offer him early retirement. Or, to use plain 
English for a refreshing ae just fire his ass.

f playwright AR. Gumey had a dog — 

and he must have, considering he has 

penned the masterful script Sylvia, 
- about to be unleashed on the New 
- Varscona stage by the intrepid Shadow 

Theatre — it would almost certainly be a 
mutt. A big mutt. The New York play- 
wright would have the type of dog that 
sheds hair on immaculate furniture, pid- 
dles on the Persian carpets and jumps 
up, tongue lolling, slobber flying, on any- 
one with an MBA, a BMW or a presti- 
gious address. 

Why? Because Gurney’s plays are all 
about breaking down barriers, breaking 
out of proper, decorous behavior foisted 
on generations of upper-crust Easterners 
by their pompous forefathers, and break- 
ing through to real humanity. . 

It’s said pets take on the personality of 
their owners, or, conversely, owners 
take on the personality of their pets. 
- Director and consummate dog owner 
James DeFelice believes it does. And 
_ that notion has helped him in directing 
_ Sylvia, the story of a man, his dog and 
his wife. 

“You can definitely project a lot of 
yourself on to your animals,” said 
DeFelice, who is currently dogless, 
mourning the passing of his 14-year-old 
pet pooch Heathcliffe. 

“Greg, the middle-aged husband who 
is facing a mid-life crisis in the play, is 
suddenly faced with a terrible choice of 
two things he loves. One of them hap- 
pens to be the stray dog he brought 
home, Sylvia, and the other his loving 
wife of 22 years, Kate.” 

That may sound like a fairly clear 
choice to most, but, in true Gurney style, 
nothing is as simple as it seems. 

“The fact that Greg has suddenly 
_ brought this stray dog Sylvia into this 

upper East-side Manhattan home causes 
~ a turf war between the dog and his wife,” 
DeFelice explains. 
- “Both can’t co-exist. Even though Kate 
and Greg are talking about the dog, they 
are actually talking about a third party in 
their relationship. Sylvia becomes ‘the 
other woman.” 

Strange love triangle, man, wife and 
dog, but then Gurney has never been 
known as a conventional playwright.

tains DeFelice, who is challenged and 
excited by the physical movement and 
unique use of space in staging Sylvia. 
“Not only are there very astute observa- 
tions about humanity and the way we 
communicate with each other, but differ- 
ent kinds of love are explored in this 
play.” 

That begs the question: who gets to 
wear the hirsute dog suit? 

Daniela Vlaskalic plays Sylvia but 
she’s an upright, articulate dog invested 
with some very human — and female — 
qualities. 

“T’m not on all fours and there’s no 
fuzzy dog costume,” laughs Vlaskalic, 
who read the play years ago and actively 
auditioned for the part of Sylvia, “It’s so 
much fun, such a moving play with a 
wonderful element of physicality. I get to 
leap up on the couch, roll around the 
floor and basically romp all over the 
stage. I've finally found some knee pads 
that work for me,” she adds. 

A dog lover with no dog, Vlaskalic said 
a pet is definitely in her future “when 
things settle down,” but meanwhile she’s 
been seen in the off-leash areas of 
Edmonton talking with dog owners and 
observing the playful nature of the quin- 
tessential pooch. 

“The loyalty is fantastic,” she said. “I 
can see how easily it (a dog/person rela- 
tionship) could almost become like a 
love affair, That unconditional love, that 
connection between a person and their 
animal, it’s not impossible that Sylvia 
could become Greg’s new sweetheart, 
the darling of his life. That’s part of the 
humor of the play and part of the ten- 
sion.” 

Vlaskalic admits Sylvia’s a street dog 
and, while she’s not exactly snapping 
gum and looking for windows to 
squeegee, she’s no purebred. 

“Sylvia brings Greg back to the ele- 
mental things in life which he recognizes 
as being important. He’s a middle-age 
guy fed up with the system and Sylvia is 
there for him; someone to look after, to 
take care of, someone with very simple 
needs and lots of love. He invests a lot of 
human emotions in her.” 

Gurney’s portrayal of the ‘man-and- 
his-dog’ relationship is remarkably accu- 
rate.

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La La La Human Steps embraces the risk of failure

nyone who has seen a La La La 
J[itsnas Steps production 

speaks of the mechanical, 
almost robotic precision in the 
company’s lightning-fast, athletic 
body language. But the descrip- 
tion’s wrong, says Human Steps’ 
founder/choreographer Edouard 
Lock. Rather than being mechani- 
cal, Lock observes, his dancers 
reveal their flesh-and-blood frailty 
by demonstrating impressive 
strength.

“There has to be the sense that 
there is the possibility of 
I'm talking about ego failure — 
and that is the choice the per- 
former has to make night after 
night,” said Lock, whose Montreal- 
based company is in the middle of 
a two-year tour of its latest pro- 
duction, Salt. 

“On every evening I see a differ- 
ent piece because different choic- 
es are being made, And when they 
take the risk, when they're on the 
edge of control, that mechanical 
feeling falls away. The edge of con- 
trol is the most interesting part of 
the process because it ties into 
where the audience is.” 

Audiences, Lock suggests, skirt 
personal or professional disaster 
every day. 

So what they are looking at on 
stage is relevant as a physical 
expression of their own anxieties. 

“The edge of control is where 
most people live. Failure is some- 
thing people live with every day. 
So the stage as a place where fail- 
ure doesn’t exist is not a good 
thing.” 

For 18 years, the company had 
been led by principal dancer 
Louise Lecavalier, who left the 
company last May after the pre- 
miére of Salt in Japan. 

Her departure was on the friend- 
liest of terms, Lock said, and the 
two plan to work together again 
soon, 

But Salt was reworked after 
Lecavalier’s departure — it would 
have been impossible to replace 
the blond-haired dancer. 

“I was looking at tapes of her 
from way back and I think she was 
moving faster in Sait than in any- 
thing we did in 85,” said Lock.

Dancers hurling themselves at 
one another with reckless aban- 
don, or tossing one another 
around like playthings certainly 
provides a feast for the eyes. In 
Salt, Lock has employed more 
classical dance techniques to 
allow his dancers to express them- 
selves. 

The choreographer has tapped 
into ballet in Salt, having dancers 
use point technique to float above 
the stage as a counterbalance to 
Lock’s traditional explosive dance. 

In Salt, he says, nine dancers 
and three musicians tap into the 
audience’s psyche, toying with its 
experience of the moment and its 
aftertaste. 

The show’s title describes what 
is left when the sea is gone, Lock 
says. The dancers, then, are com- 
municating slivers of ideas and 
feelings, left-over traces of our 
wants.

eople who are surprised the 
Rheostatics’ latest album,

accompanying 32-page booklet

mindset, that it’s not even rock

before. 

“I don’t think that’s the kind of 
game or an arena that we are 
really interested in competing 
in. For us to go elsewhere or to 
step on the other side of the line 
is just a natural thing for us.” 

Making a concept album has 
many pitfalls right out of the 


gate, but trying to record some- 
thing that appeals to the 
younger set has even more dan- 
gers. 

“On paper it seems like a 
potentially hazardous project, 
but we’re confident in our abili- 
ties and in each other.

work. Bidini’s literary career 
and the rhythm section(drum- 
mer Don Kerr and bassist Tim 
Vesesly) moonlighting as Ron 
Sexsmith’s touring band may 
have drawn things out too.

bolo Booth respects his neighbors

ecording last year in his apart- 
Reet in Calgary, multi-instru- 

mentalist Aaron Booth discov- 
ered the songs he had intended to 
set down merely for himself had 
taken on a life of their own. 
Recorded quietly in order not to 
anger the neighbors, the music 
opened up new possibilities for 
Booth. The use of tambourine in lieu of drums, 
together with the warmth of the organ, piano and 
acoustic guitar (all played by Booth), propelled the 
music into a kind of synthesis of 1960's folk/pop and 
the more contemporary sounds of, say, Elliott Smith 
or the more tuneful ramblings of Lou Barlow. 

The end result of his efforts is Tune Up, a pleasing- 
ly melodic and inventively arranged album that places 
strong emphasis on songwriting and vocal melodies. 
As bassist for Shecky Formé, Booth (and cohorts) 
explore the more open-ended areas that bands like 

Tortoise and Trans Am 
inhabit, but solo, he’s

switching around, helping each 
other out on each others’ songs. 
Tt doesn’t even feel like 'm away 
from Shecky because it’s the 
same group of guys.” 

In some ways Booth repre- 
sents for Calgary a bubbling up 
of a newer, more experimental 

scene, one that breaks away from 
the power pop (Zuckerbaby) and garage rock (Mants) 
that tends to dominate a lot of Calgary's music, 

“You don’t see the icons of the Calgary scene 
around so much, the Zuckerbabies, the Red Autumn 
Falls. There aren’t a lot of bands going around or 
places to play. But the musicians that are available 
are real tight, good friends. And it seems like now, on 
any given day of the week, you can see a lot more dif- 
ferent bands playing. Like Lorrie Matheson and 
National Dust, some straight pop bands, some more 
cutting edge. There are actually a few more experi- 
mental groups cropping up.” 

Booth’s also questioning the traditional distance in 
attitudes between Calgary and Edmonton, wondering 
why there isn’t a collective attempt to synthesize the 
two scenes. 

“The two cilies are so close, but we also seem like 
we're isolated from each other, like islands in a sea of 
wheat. It would be nice to see more of the scenes get- 
ting more interactive, more blended.” 

Booth himself has spread himself thin over the 
years, filling in at times with Bobby McAlister and the 
Telstars, the Hardtime Brothers and many more 
groups that span the spectrum of his musical inter- 
ests. He was in town a few years back with the 
Telstars and was in the process of arranging a Shecky

It’s funny that a group with 
nearly 20 No. 1 songs and count- 
less awards to their credit should 
seem so unfamiliar to the public at 
large.

very blatant and very specific 
about God and Jesus Christ, there 
are not a lot of doors open into 
non-Christian arenas.

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Fiery Parkin blasts out blues

pparently blues guitarist Brent 
lisse decided some time ago 
that he didn’t need the stiff 
winter wind that whips up 
Winnipeg's Portage and Main at 
this time of year. 

Rather than opt for some balmy 
port to knock back in for a week 
or two, Mr. Parkin likes heading 
out on the prairie and motoring 
west through a couple of pro- 
vinees for an annual spin in 
Alberta. He turned up at the 
Sidetrack a couple of weeks ago 
for a Rockin’ Highliners gig, tossed 
some blues petrol on an already 
blazing blues fire before heading 
off for Sylvan Lake where he 
brought in 2000 with that town’s 
roots music fans. 

So this stint at Blues On Whyte 
is a tradition of sorts at this time of 
year as the veteran bandleader, 
along with pianist Gary Bowman, 
bassist Fred LaRose and drummer 
Grant Stovel, warm up the Strath- 
cona club. It certainly didn’t take 
the quartet long to find the groove 
on Monday night, even though 
they had a week off from each 
other as Parkin took a solo 
acoustic gig in Banff. 

This complete unit has been 
working together for three years 
now and LaRose, and Ivan 
Bowmanoff, as Parkin likes to call 
the pianist, have been rocking 
alongside the Manitoba ace for a 
decade. 

The group has an extensive 
repertoire that covers a lot of 
blues feels and, while he’s not Mr. 
Showbiz, Parkin does have a sin- 
cere stage manner. Through Texas 
rockers to hardcore Chicago 
arrangements to wonderfully per- 
verse combinations of styles, one 
aspect of a Parkin and The 
Stingers’ show remains constant. 
The foursome dig in to a groove 
and ride it for all it’s worth without 
forsaking elements of spontaneity 
and improvisation. Since his days 
in Houndog, Parkin has immersed 
himself in the deep end of the 
blues pool. The pool just gets 
deeper as he matures and it has 
provided great benefits in putting 
together a captivating evening’s 
worth of material. Outside Duke

Robillard and Amos Garrett, there 
isn’t another blues guitarist pass- 
ing through regularly who can 
build solos with such fire and a 
dramatic edge as Parkin. 

The first taste of that side of his 
talent on Monday was during a 
reading of Glamor Girl, recorded 
by T-Bone Walker and Robillard. 
Parkin kept the reins in on the 
number for a portion of the song, 
focusing on the lyric. Then to great 
effect, he took the melody line and 
began playing off it, peeling off 
harmony lines or taking a progres- 
sion and momentarily inverting it, 
or twisting around the structure. 
For the climax, however, he’d ever 
so slightly sustain the end of a line 
and nudge up the volume until the 
instrumental conversation carried 
more weight than the vocal/lyric 
combination. Understandably, 
enthusiastic rounds of approval 
shot through the room after such 
wonderfully executed solos. 

On Beep Beep he mixed his skat- 
ing slide work with a surf guitar 
barrage and at one point he tossed 
in the head from The Beatles’ Day 
Tripper. Parkin and crew are also 
one of the few bands that can find 
the old magic in Sweet Home 
Chicago and they also dug into the 
rhythmic trenches of Willie 
Dixon's Spoonful, built on Stovel's 
thumping toms and kick drum. 

Route 66 was an exciting con- 
coction of swing-blues with jazz 
underpinnings as Parkin’s fills 
owed as much to Wes Montgomery 
and George Benson as anyone, 
while Bowman used Mose Allison- 
like vocal phrasing on Little 
Walter's Crazy Mixed-Up World 
that out and out rocked. Quite sim- 
ply, you can’t miss with this band 
and a great January tradition con- 
tinues at Blues On Whyte until 
Saturday evening. No, make that 
early Sunday morning.

Art with a hook

ike any good art student, Tracy Susheski has strug- 
[2 with the question “Is painting dead?” In her 

case, however, the answer she came up with was a 
novel one — to put down her brushes and pick up a 
crochet hook. 

Susheski studied at Concordia University and was a 
student of the eminent Montreal painter Guido 
Molinari. The internationally-recognized painter is 
known for his color abstractions and use of hard- 
edged bands of color. His works rely on geometrical 
shapes and, in their spare use of lines and shading, 
come close to color field paintings. Now in his late 
sixties, Molinari has retired from teaching. 
Throughout his career he sought to make paintings 
objects unto themselves, rather than mere representa- 
tions. Susheski has achieved his aim while making a 
perhaps unintended statement on the pretensions of 
academic art. 

Her exhibition at Harcourt House (10215 - 112 St.), 
after Molinari, features copies of 12 of his works. 
But, unlike Molinari, Susheski does not use paint and 
canvas. Her tools are the crochet hook and brightly

colored wool. Each piece bears the title of the work 
from which it is copied — “Vertical blanc,” “Position 
triangulair jaune-vert,” “Opposition rectangulair no.

The larger pieces hang from curtain rods while the 
smaller ones are hung on metal bathroom towel 
racks. Perhaps most effective are the two pieces 
which lie folded on low plinths. “Asymetrique rouge”

Susheski, who lives in Vancouver, describes the act 
of crocheting as “mindless” but compares the excite- 
ment of the repetitive action of the craft as similar to 
that which Molinari may have felt when he began to 
obsessively paint vertical lines and geometrics. In a 
written statement accompanying the exhibit, she 
acknowledges that women’s work, the realm of 
doilies and knitted sweaters, has traditionally been 
relegated to the category of leisure activity and has 
been ignored by the patriarchal art world. She makes 
the observation in the context of not wishing to “dis- 
credit” Molinari’s work or his importance in the art 
world. Rather, she states she wants to extend painting 
by using Molinari’s ideas. 

Certainly, Susheski’s interpretation of his colors 
and shapes is pleasing. But whether it expands on 
Molinari’s art is another question. For this viewer, 
Susheski’s perfectly executed stitches and neatly 
blocked rectangular pieces mark an extension of 
women’s work, a tacit acknowledgment of the 
abstract inspirations that have long been at work in 
the hands of women. The ponderous selection of 
color and weight, the tedious pulling of threads — the 
understated art of completing a finished object that is, 
in itself, an object. And all without a whisper of dis- 
course.

“You 
could say our stuff has a skate- 
board feel, but we use really wild 
fabrics, materials and patterns you 
can't find in other brands.” 

Be it wild animal patterns, 
upside down pickets or unortho- 
dox material weights, this design 
duo obviously ers nothing 
sacred and possesses wickedly 
active imaginations. For example, 
Buckley confides that he’s toying 
with the idea of designing a short- 
sleeved shirt with a wire-saw sewn 
into the bottom hem, allowing the 
wearer to be ready for everything 
from enduring a corporate board 
meeting to surviving a plane crash. 

For the past two years, the two 
young entrepreneurs (Berry is 26, 
Buckley 25) have also been run- 
ning Shaggies Rag & Board House, 
a store-front retail outlet that car- 
ries their own fashions and a 
plethora of harder-to-find funky 
lines from other North American 
centres — GravyGirl, envy, Grub 
wear and lululemon (by the mak- 
ers of Westbeach) — that comple- 
ment the wide assortment of T- 
shirts, hoodies, slacks and tops 
that carry the Fatty, Pimp, 
Rollergirl logos. (The Fatty name, 
Berry says, has two origins: a big, 
fat joint or, if an “older client” 
asks, “the wide part of the snow- 
board track.”)

necessarily good. Situations are 
left complicated and we aren't 
given pat answers to any of the 
characters’ problems. 

It’s also really well shot. There 
are some really great transitions 
between scenes, which keeps the 
stories from seeming disjointed.

The faux-documentary style is tried and true for 
Allen, with the emphasis on true. It has provided him 
with many great moments and using it against a back- 
drop of another of his great loves — 1930s-era swing 
and Dixieland jazz — enables him to drop Ray clean- 
ly into the history of the genre. Interspersing talking 
heads with story, he examines the way we convert 
stories to legends, sometimes obscuring the charac- 
ters behind them in the process. 

The line between comedy and drama in this film 
barely exist in some places. In others, Allen is happy 
to offer brief inside jokes between the soundtrack 
and the film. Overall, his work is as sensitive and

never learn. Once again Ray and I wandered 

off to visi aurant for the purposes of 

reviewing without phoning ahead. Of course 
we discover the restaurant I initially wanted to 
write about was closed. Arrrrgggh! 

Gathering what was left of our wits, Ray sug- 
gested paying a visit to Montana’s Cookhouse 
Saloon, only a few minutes drive from where 
we were (10330 G.A. MacDonald Ave.). So 
Montana's it was 

First impression? When they say cookhouse, 
they mean cookhouse. The building, pushed up 
against a major arterial road and graced by 
impressive roof-level signage, is charming 
enough at eye level, boasting flagstone walls, 
nibbled-at piles of split firewood and a warm, 
all-rough-timber wraparound verandah — a 

al farm boy flashback for the two of us. 

The theme is carried forward with gusto 
inside the vast, high-ceiling dining room made 
to resemble a deconstructed ranch house — 
square-logged plaster-clinked walls, corral- 
style room dividers, hewn-log furnishings, 
expansive but tasteful western kitsch, country 
and western music rattling in the background 
(to Ray’s disgust), and a cheesy old western 
looping silently on the overhead TVs. In short 





—a comfortable joint. 

The menu suited the room — sprawling and 
equally inviting, pansive and delightfully 
evocative. Neither of us knew exactly what it is 
we wanted and were happy to see that we had 
some elbow room to dither. 

Ray was torn between the Citrus M arinated 
Rainbow Trout, the Peppercorn Stir Fry and 
the Fajitas, and I was wondering if I'd be hap- 
pier with the Yankee Pot Roast Skillet or a Big 
Sky Burger. Eventually I decided to try the 
Roast and Ray chose the Fajitas. Given that it 
was half-price wing night we also decided to 
have a pound of those as well, on top of Ray’s 
Yankee Pot Roast Soup (served in the cutest lit- 
tle cast iron kettle) and my Count 
Salad (it sounds so piggy when I 
like this, doesn’t it 

We no sooner got the appetizers and the 
wings when I realized we were in for a big 
chow-down. The chicken wings, intensely juicy 
and wondrously breaded in cornmeal, were 
huge, as was the salad. 

Ray and I both agreed that the wings were 
some of the best we'd tasted and a credit to the 
joint, and that his soup was deeply tasty with a 
rich beefy goodness. The salad on the other 
hand was a bit too blue-plate-diner-special for

my taste (iceberg lettuce — yucky), but hearty 
fresh and served with an admirable dressing (I 
chose Sun-dried Tomato and Oregano). 

We relaxed a bit when we saw that the 
entrées were not quite to the same huge scale 
as the appetizers. I did regret my order after 
seeing how delightful Ray’s fajitas looked and 
how delicious the chicken was. My roast beef 
was a tad on the boring side and same swim- 
ming in gravy — fat-watchers beware — but 
the velvety mashed potatoes and plump baby 
carrots that came with the dish were excellent. 

You might think that we’d eaten enough by 
this point, but I beg to differ. Ray and I both felt 
that I'd be in violation of my duties as a review- 
er if I didn’t sample a dessert — ahhh, how I 
suffer for this column! To that end we split the 
Butter Tart (actually a square) topped with 
Turtles Ice Cream and 
whole this dessert was all that and a cherry on 
top, the height of home-cooked excellence. 
Ray’s only comment was the butter square by 
itself was a tad flat. Small complaint if you ask 
me. 

My only complaint: the coffee was a touch 
bitter (which I mainly hid with cream, when it 
finally came). Why can’t you get a good cup of 
coffee in a restaurant these da

“There are no internal sweat 
glands in the vagina, and the vulvo- 
vaginal glands do not produce 
vaginal discharge.” What does pro- 
duce vaginal discharge? “All kinds 
of stuff, good and bad. The most 
common among healthy women is 
the sloughing off of skin cells. 
Since the vagina is a mucous mem- 
brane and constantly wet, the skin 
comes out in liquid form, rather 
than flakes like skin from your 
arm. This constant shedding of 
skin cells is responsible for the 
healthy vagina being the cleanest 
part on a woman's body.” 

Vaginal discharge is, as anyone 
who's been paying attention is 
aware, one warning sign that a 
woman may have a sexually trans- 
mitted disease. How can a girl tell 
if her discharge is the normal, 
healthy, yummy, scrummy vaginal 
discharge she and her partner 
should expect and celebrate, or an 
STD-related abnormal, unhealthy, 
icky, sticky vaginal discharge? “A 
skin cell discharge will normally 
be clear and have a non-pungent 
odor,” Kristina explained.“The 
consistency of the liquid may 
change at different times during a 
woman’s menstrual cycle from liq- 
uidy to thicker and sticky (even 
stringy), but will probably remain 
mostly clear or have a white tinge, 
and will not smell pungent.” Hmm 

. how reassuring. “A discharge 
caused by infection will have an 
odor that is yeasty, sour, fishy, or 
strongly pungent and the dis- 
charge could be watery, thick, or 
chunky. And is often white or 
some other icky color.” 

All this technical info about 
glands and sponges and sloughing 
off is helpful, but it’s not very... 
oh, I don’t know . . . mysterious, is 
it? I mean, where’s the magic? So L 
asked Kristina if it would be all 
right for me to continue to believe 
that vaginal secretions are pro- 
duced by little gnomes way up in 






the vaginal canal stomping teensy 
Champaign grapes in tiny tubs. 
“Little gnomes? Uh, sure, you can 
believe that. Mostly it’s the glands, 
but I’m sure there’s a whole village 
of gnomes up there, too. And since 
we've just had the millennium, 
floods of Champaign have been 
flowing out of women all over the 
place.” Are there any gnomes in 
Kristina’s vagina? “Of course.” 
How did Kristina’s gnomes spend 
New Year’s Eve? “You know, I was 
on call for pre-natal that night, sit- 
ting by the phone. So me and the 
gnomes had a very mellow New 
Year's Eve at home.” 


Q: How reliable are 
polyurethane condoms at prevent- 
ing pregnancy? I am in a monoga- 
mous relationship, so I am not 
concerned at the moment about 
STDs. The boyfriend and I have 
tried both, and have found 
polyurethane to be the better 
choice where sensation is con- 
cerned, but is latex the better 
choice for protection?

Hey, LL: According to Adam 
Glickman at Condomania HQ in 
Los Angeles, when polyurethane 
condoms came on the market in 
1994 they had a high breakage 
rate. “They were introduced by a 
company called Avante,” Adam 
said, “and they released them pre- 
maturely. In fact, they were so bad 
that the FDA got involved and 
Avante went back to the drawing 
board.” 

High breakage rates do not preg- 
nancies prevent, so polyurethane 
condoms would have been a bad 
bet for you in ’94. But the new, 
improved polyurethane condoms 
Avante re-introduced in '96 met all 
the same safety and reliability 
standards as regular ol’ latex con- 
doms. “But there was a lot of bad 
PR from the first few months 
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before they were recalled,” Adam 
told me, “and polyurethane con- 
doms still sell at lower numbers 
because of it.” 

As far as STD's are concerned, 
polyurethane condoms are non- 
permeable and when used correct- 
ly — barring any breakages or 
leaking — polyurethane condoms 
provide more protection than latex 
condoms. (You can also use 
longer-lasting, better-feeling oil- 
based lube with polyurethane con- 
doms.) Condomania has a Web 
site, naturally, at www.condoma- 
nia.com. There you'll find loads of 
condom info and statistics. Be sure 
to check out the Condom Wizard 
feature: Answer a few questions 
and Condom Wizard will recom- 
mend a condom just for you.
